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PBEFACE. 



The late appearance of the Criminal Statistics of Ireland for 1895, as compared 
with the date of issue in recent years, requires some prefatory remarks in explana- 
tion. These have been partially anticipated by a note attached to the Civil portion 
of the Irish Judicial Statistics, dated the 14th of November, 1896.— [C— 8,207], 

In consequence of various criticisms which had been made concerning the form 
-and arrangement of the Judicial Statistics of England and Wales, a Committee 
was appointed by the Home Secretary to consider and report upon the subject. 

In December of the year 1892, this Committee made recommendations as to changes 
in the form of the Criminal portion of the Judicial Statistics of England and Wales, . 
and suggested that the Criminal Statistics for 1893 should be prepared in accordance 
with those recommendations under the direction of a Member of the Committee, and 
that when this work was finished, the Committee should present « a final Report on 
the contents, and the form and arrangement of the Criminal portion of the Judicial 
Statistics [of England and Wales].” 

This proposal was adopted, and on the 30th March, 1895, the Committee presented 
a Report, which, with Appendices, is published in the volume of Cfimmal Statistics of 
England ’and Wales for the year 1893 [C— 7,725]. The tables for the year 1893 are 
preceded by an introduction by Mr. C. E. Troup, a Member of the Committee. This 
Report is illustrated by Maps and Diagrams. 

On the appearance of this volume, it was referred to me by the Irish Government 
for a Report as to the applicability of its form and arrangement to the Irish Criminal 
Statistics. After careful consideration I recommended that the changes adopted for 
England and Wales should, as far as practicable, be introduced into the Irish Reports, 
thus adhering to the principle which had for many years guided the editors of the 
Irish Reports that the statistics for this country should be so compiled and arranged 
as to be as nearly as possible comparable with the corresponding statistics for England 
and Wales. 

I do not consider that it would be desirable to reproduce here the very valuable 
and interesting Report of the Home Office Committee, which should be studied by all 
those who take an interest in the Statistics of Crime. I have, however, endeavoured to 
indicate briefly in the following pages the principal changes which have been introduced 
into the Report for Ireland. 

Consultation with the authorities through whom the returns relating to Crime and 
Criminals in Ireland are obtained ; the preparation of instructions for those making 
these returns ; the drawing up, on new lines, of forms to be filled bj* the persons to 
whom the instructions were addressed ; arranging and summarising the new tables 
when received; the summarising of the statistics of former years/ so as to construct 
comparative tables for twenty years past, and the designing of thjg Maps and Diagrams 
to illustrate the Report, have necessarily occupied much tin^e, and, I think, afford 
sufficient excuse for the late date of this Report. 
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Up to the year 1881 the Criminal and Judicial Statistics of Ireland were edited by 
the late W. Neilson Hancock, LL.D., Q.C., the Report for that year being the last edited 
by him. In the year 1883 I was requested by His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
to undertake the editorial charge of these statistics, and I was at the same time 
directed to introduce some modifications into the form of the Report for 1882 ; further 
modifications, including changes in the size of the volume, were made in the following 
year, 1883. Since that year various alterations have been, from time to time, made, as 
circumstances seemed to require and extended experience suggested, but, until now, 
the general form and arrangement of the volume, as adopted in 1883, has been adhered to.

This classification is mainly, but not completely, in accord with the plan adopted 
in the volume for England and Wales. The variations are necessitated by the 
different Judicial and Police arrangements which prevail in Ireland.

PART I. — CRIMINAL STATISTICS, 



I.— INTRODUCTORY REMARKS. 

In the preface I have stated the circumstances which have led to the adoption of 
the new form in which these statistics are presented. Remarks. 

I shall now proceed to indicate the changes which have been introduced and to show 
the precautions taken to ensure that, while substantial alterations have been made in and in ^ 
the form of the tables, the facts set forth therein may be compared with similar ^ sl of ca 
statements for former years. It is obvious that in the re-arrangement of statistics offences, 
under a somewhat altered classification unavoidable discrepancies appear, which may 
sometimes lead to slightly incorrect conclusions, when details are under consideration ; 
however, in the present instance, these are, for the greater part, of so slight a character 
that in dealing with the general features of crime in Ireland they may be disregarded. 

In previous reports all offences were in the first place separated into two great divisions 
under the heads — ■“ Indictable offences not disposed of summarily” and “ All cases 
-disposed of summarily.” The former were for convenience designated “ more serious 
and the latter “ less serious ” offences. In this classification cases in the years 1883-5 
under the Prevention of Crimes (Ireland) Act, 1882, and cases dealt with under the 
Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, were excluded from general 
tabulation, and were placed in separate tables. 

It is clear that in the statistical tables adopted in former reports some kinds of 
indictable offences appeared under both divisions, for example, larceny. One of the 
objects of the new classification is to group together all “ indictable offences of a 
kindred character irrespective of the particular manner in which they came under 
the cognizance of the authorities, or of the method of disposal of the charges founded 
upon them. Thus the more serious crimes properly come under the head indictable 
offences, and the less serious under non-indictable offences, all of which are disposed of 
summarily. 

A new system of classification having been introduced it is necessary for purposes of 
reference and comparison that some retrospect should be given of the status of crime 
in former years arranged according to the system now adopted. / 

This has been done in the comparative tables which precede th<p annual tables in 
this volume.

Many of the minor offences, that is non-indictable offences, are more of a civil than 
a criminal character, as I have frequently pointed out in previous reports. Some off 
these have been created by laws enacted for the regulation of social life, and to promote 
the amenities of civilization. Most of them will be found set out in their proper places 
in the tables relating to summary jurisdiction, but there are a certain class of cases 
which are no longer grouped with crimes, being almost altogether of a civil nature ; 
these have now a special place assigned to them under the head of quasi criminal 
cases, and will be found set out in Table 18, p. 145. 

In order that comparisons may be easily instituted between the old tables and the 
new, a Schedule is attached (Schedule A) which shows the number of each of the old 
tables with the number of the corresponding table in the new arrangement. Schedules 
are also added showing how the various offences in the old reports have, as it were, 
been grouped in the new, one such Schedule being for all indictable offences, the 
other for offences tried summarily (including some indictable offences). Thus all the 
alterations and their meanings are set out in as explicit a manner as appears to be 
practicable. 

Indictable offences are grouped under the following six classes, which are the same 
as those employed in previous reports in relation to cases “not disposed of summarily.’ 1 ' 

Class I. —Offences against the person. 

Class II. — Offences against property with violence. 

Class III. — Offences against property without violence. 

Class IV. — Malicious injuries to property. 

Class V. — Forgery and offences against the currency. 

Class VI. — Other offences not included in the above classes. 

The crimes comprised in each class will be found enumerated at each margin of the 
tables. 

Jt has also been considered advisable to classify the offences disposed of summarily, 
and accordingly they have been grouped under the subjoined heads — 

Section A. — Indictable offences disposed of summarily. 

Section B. — Other offences disposed of summarily. 

It is to be noted that these two sections do not correspond with any divisions adopted 
in previous reports, and that the crimes under Section A are also included in the group 
of indictable offences above referred to. 

In addition to these Sections A and B there is the group of proceedings in quasi 
criminal matters already referred to as part of the proceedings in the Courts of summary 
jurisdiction. The following is a list of the subjects dealt with in these proceedings.: —

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In addition to the alterations made with regard to those tables (as set out in detaii in the I. — Intro- 
Schedules) which cover the same ground as those contained in previous reports, some 
features of an entirely new character have been introduced. These are the Comparative Com ——

The comparative tables show in a summary form the state of crime in Ireland, and Dia g rams - 
how it has been dealt with during each of the twenty years, 1876-95, with quinquennial 
averages under each head and each item of comparison. 

These comparisons will be found in Tables A, B, C, D, and E. Tables A, B, and C, 
refer respectively to crimes dealt with at Assizes and Quarter Sessions, those dealt 
with by summary jurisdiction, and offences of an indictable character as reported to 
the police. Table D gives a summary of Tables A, B, and C under more condensed 
headings for the quinquennial averages and for the year 1895 only. Table E gives 
by groups of crimes, and in total, the agrarian crimes in Ireland for the years 1876-95, 
as separated from the previous tables in which agrarian crimes are included. In Table F, 
parts I. and II., which follows, is shown the geographical distribution of crime during 
the last quinquennial period under some of the principal heads selected so as to 
demonstrate the relative status of crime in each county in Ireland Fart I gives 
this information regarding the counties arranged in alphabetical order by provinces, 
and Part II. shows the counties grouped according to their several degrees of 
criminality under each ot the selected heads. 

The diagrams, while they deal with many of the subjects set out in the comparative 
tables are, by the special direction of the Government, so constructed as to separately 
demonstrate crime of an ordinary and of an agrarian character respectively. 

Thus diagram 1 deals with indictable offences as reported to the police under various 
heads exclusive of agrarian outrages. Diagram 2 deals with the percentage of increase 
and decrease during twenty years, taking the year 1876 as a standard, of crimes 
committed, including and excluding agrarian offences; persons tried; and prison popula- 
tion as compared with the estimated population of the country. Diagram 3 deals in a 
similar manner with indictable offences of all kinds, exclusive of agrarian offences ; with 
crimes of violence, and with drunkenness. In diagram 4 an attempt is made to compare 
the variations in crime with two of the standards usually employed to measure the 
prosperity of communities, viz., marriage and pauperism — an increase of the former 
generally indicating increase of prosperity ; an increase of the latter usually denoting 
the reverse. Diagram 5 shows the actual numerical variation in agrarian crimes 
under each group of classification employed in the police returns presented to Parliament, 
and set forth in. Comparative Table E. 

The maps demonstrating the geographical distribution of crime are planned as 
regards agrarian crime on the same lines as the .diagrams— that is, agrarian crime is 
left out of consideration in all the maps except the one. exclusively relating to that 
form of crime. This being so the figures from which the greater number of the maps 
are constructed do not correspond exactly with those in the average columns of the 
last quinquennial period of the comparative tables : therefore each V map has an 
explanatory table attached showing the number and distribution of th#crimes denoted 
in the map. Map I. shows the distribution of crimes against property included in 
Classes II. , III., IV.', and V., exclusive of agrarian crime. Map IB. demonstrates the 
distribution of crimes of violence against the person, also exclusiv/4 of agrarian crime. 

Map III. gives the distribution ot crimes against morals ; the^qupstion of agrarian crime •

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T. intro- does not require any allowance to be made regarding the numbers for the con- 

scruction of this map, and therefore the figures in the explanatory table correspond with 
' those in Table F, Part II., page 88. Map IV. which deals with the distribution of drunken- 

ness, is constructed on the same principles as Map III., and here again the figures in 
the explanatory table correspond with those in Table F. Map V. deals exclusively 
with the distribution of agrarian crime of all kinds taken collectively ; the figures from 
which this map is constructed are extracted from the returns of agrarian crime 
presented to Parliament, and are given in the explanatory table attached to the map. 



1 II.— INCREASE AND DECREASE OF CRIME. 

11 — Ir \nd the reports for former years the increase or decrease of crime was mainly 

Decrease of considered, so far as details are concerned, with reference to the preceding year, or in 
Crime. more salient points in comparison with the few years then recently passed, and generally 
with respect to the previous ten years. Owing to the new arrangement by which com- 
parative tables have been introduced, it is now possible to review the increases and 
decreases of crime in Ireland in all important aspects for twenty years. At 
the same time I do not consider it advisable to depart from the general practice hitherto 
followed of instituting comparisons of crime of each kind from year to year for the 
whole country, and of the principal groups of crime for each of the larger districts into 
which the country is divided for the purposes of jurisdiction in criminal matters. 



In the present report detailed comparisons cannot be carried out between the years 
1894 and 1895 with the same degree of accuracy as in previous reports. This difficulty 
will disappear when the new system has been in force for two consecutive years. 



Standards 
by which to 
measure 
prevalence 
of crime. 



The number of “ Indictable Offences ” may be taken as the more correct standard by 
which to measure the prevalence of crime in relation to the population. In making 
this remark I must not be taken as denying that many of the non-in dictable offences 
which are disposed of summarily, and constitute a considerable number of the cases 
dealt with by Magistrates in Petty Sessions and Police Courts, are of a decidedly 
criminal nature. Many of them are of a sufficiently serious character to indicate a 
general state of disorder and demoralization in a community amongst which they are 
numerous; such, for example, as drunkenness, and drunkenness with disorderly conduct, 
offences which in many cases lead up to crimes of an indictable character. 



The main fallacy in taking the number of non-indictable offences of all kinds as an 
absolute measure of the criminality of a community is that many of the cases partake 
largely of a civil character ; others, again, and these in considerable numbers, consist of 
cases in which orders are made to maintain certain civil rights, or to secure the discharge 
of civil duties. The latter are now shown separately under the title of Quasi Criminal 
Offences (Table 18, p. 145), and in the year 1895 they amounted to about 10,000. 
Most of such cases were formerly found among “ Cases disposed of Summarily,” 
and were included in “ Minor Offences ” in the old reports. Another group of the 
cases “ Disposed of Summarily ” were proceedings against weekly tenants in towns, 
which are especially numerous in Dublin. These appeared both in the Civil and the 



Criminal statistics in certain places. Such cases are now separated from the Cri mi nal 
statistics proper. 1 may here point out that these cases tended to increase the number 
of apparent crimes committed, and must be allowed for when considering the amount 
of the total diminution of crime in 1895 as compared with previous years. Offences of 
doubtful criminal character have a tendency to proportionally increase in consequence 
of the enactment in recent years of laws for the amelioration of unfavourable conditions

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of life. This is not the ease with respect to indictable offences, which have remained n. — In- 
much the same for many years, and have been but little added to in their number by 
recent legislation, and therefore afford much the same standard for the measurement Crime. 
of the prevalence of crime as hitherto. 

In former annual reports, as already stated, it was the custom each year to compare Comparison 
the numbers of the more serious and the less serious offences, and the total of both i 895 ° eS 
classes with the corresponding numbers for the year immediately preceding. This is with those 
done in the subjoined statement for the years 1894 and 1895, the grouping of the m 1894 ‘ 
offences being as far as practicable in accordance with the new system.

It has not been possible in the foregoing statement to eliminate all sources of error 
in comparison resulting from the adoption of the new classification. Thus, quasi- 
criminal, and other similar cases already referred to, disturb the accuracy of the com- 
parison among the cases disposed of summarily, and some changes in the method of 
classifying serious assaults, &c., produce a like result as regards indictable offences, but 
these alterations, while accounting for some of the stated diminution of crime in 1895 
as compared with 1894, do not invalidate the satisfactory conclusion that crime was 
distinctly less prevalent in Ireland in 1895 than in 1894. 



A reference to Comparative Table B(pp. 78-9), which gives the number of cases dealt Diminution 
with by Courts of Summary Jurisdiction (exclusive of cases under the Crimes Acts crime iu 
in the years 1883-5 and 1887-92), shows — in section (B) of the table — that the 
number of non-indictable offences in 1895 was 180,515, and that this is the lowest 
number for any of the twenty years dealt with in the table. A reference to the grand 
total at the foot of Comparative Table C(pp. 80-1) shows that the number of indictable 
offences reported to the police in the year 1895 was 7,471, . which is the lowest annual 
number during the twenty years covered by the table. The numbers in this table 
include agrarian crimes. 



Thus these two tables, even making allowance for the disturbing element of the new 
classification, demonstrate the low status of crime in the year 1895 as compared with a 
long series of years. Further, if agrarian crime (which is often a dominating factor in 
the general statistics of crime in Ireland) be omitted, the statement remains true that 
the status of serious crime in Ireland in 1895, whether taken collectively or under each 
head was, both absolutely and in relation to the population, not only lower than in 1894, 
but also lower than in any other of the twenty years dealt with in the comparative tables. 

The following summary shows the rate per 10,000 of the estimated population in the 
middle of each year represented by the number of cases in each class of serious or 
“Indictable” Offences in Ireland during 1895 and each of the ten yqars preceding, with 
the average annual rates for those ten years. It gives a view of t me variations which 
have taken place during the eleven years in the proportional number of more serious

This decrease of crime is demonstrated in diagram 1, Avhere the almost continuous 
fall of line I. since 1881 shows the diminished criminality of the population. A 
similar result is shown in line III. of diagram 4, where the percentage diminution, as 
compared with the year 1876, is demonstrated, and is shown in connection with the 
variations in other social conditions. 



Ill— NATURE OF CRIMES. 

The variations in classification now introduced do not alter any of the technical 
denominations under which crime is classified ; therefore the headings under which the 
different kinds of crime are discussed are the same as in former years. In the present 
report, however, by direction of the Government, as already referred to, a special place 
has been assigned to crime of an agrarian character, which will be discussed separately, 
but it is necessary to observe that when each class of crime is considered generally, 
agrarian crime is included. 

During the years 1882-5 and 1887-92, the Prevention of Crimes Act, 1882, and 
the Criminal Law and Procedure Act, 1887, respectively, were in operation in several 
parts of Ireland, and under these Acts, in addition to cases which might have been 
disposed of summarily by Magistrates in Petty Sessions, many cases were dealt with 
which, in ordinary course, would have been returned for trial at Quarter Sessions or 
Assizes. The circumstances being exceptional, it was decided to exclude all the cases 
under these Acts in the years 1883-5 and 1887-92 from the ordinary Tables and 
Summaries in the Reports for those years, and to give them in special Tables only, and 
they are also omitted from the retrospective Summary Tables in this volume, but the 
following statement shows the number of persons proceeded against under these Acts

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The heads under which the various classes of serious crime are treated are as 
follows : — 

Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

Class IT. — Offences against Property - with Violence. 

Class 1IT. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

Class IV. — Malicious Injury to Property. 

Class V. — Forgery and Offences against the Currency. 

Class VI. — Other Offences not included in the above Classes. 

In the six classes here mentioned, the figures are taken from the returns of cases 
reported to the police. 

Class I. — Offences against the Person. 

The cases in this class numbered 776 for the year 1895, as compared with 1,110 for 
the preceding year, showing a decrease of 334. 

1 here were 43 cases of murder, as compared with 39 in the previous year, and an 
average of 45 for the 5 years 1890-4. Of attempts to murder there were 12 as com- 
pared with 3 for the previous year, and with an average of 4 - 2 for the 5 years ending 
with 1894. Cases of manslaughter numbered 74 as compared with 69 for the year 
1894, and a quinquennial average of 73 - 8. Thus the cases of homicide and attempted 
homicide show but little change from recent standards. 

Cases of cruelty to children appear for the first time under a separate head (No. 23), 
among indictable offences. . These crimes require to be placed in a separate group, 
owing to recent legislation. Many similar cases are the foundation of orders under 
quasi-criminal proceedings. 

Diagram No. I. Line IV., demonstrates graphically the variations in the number of 
crimes of this class during the 20 years, 1876-95. 

Class II. — Offences against Property with Violence. 

There were 382 cases reported under this class, compared with 374 in the preceding- 
year. This is an unimportant variation, but the numbers for both these years are 
somewhat above the average of 352 - 4 for the quinquennial period 1891-5. The 
principal items in this class are burglary, house and shop breaking, amounting to 296 
of the total of 382 ; these, with robbery, amounting to 67 cases, practically. make up the 
class. 

Class III. — Offences against Property without Violence. 

The number of offences of this class in 1895 was 5,087, as compared with 6,069 in 
1894, showing a decrease of 982, or 16-2 per cent. This class ' practically means 
cases of larceny. A reference to Comparative Table C shows that the main decrease 
is under the head “ other larcenies ” (Nos. 43 and 44). It is possible that in former 
years some of the crimes of this nature were returned both in “ crimes reported to the 
police,” and in cases “disposed of summarily,” however, it is . almost certain that 
there has been an actual decrease in larcenies as in other crimes. 

Class IV. — Malicious Injuries Tt> Property'. 

These offences show a slight increase in 1895, being 689 as compared with 653 in the 
previous year, in which, hoYvever, they were less numerous than in any other year since 
the year 1878. Compared with the average numbers there were decreases under each 
of the several heads “arson,” “killing and maiming of cattle,” and / other malicious 
injuries.” Malicious injuries to property in Ireland are frequent!^ connected with 
agrarian crime, and it will be noted jn the special section devoted to that subject,

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III.— that in several years where agiarian crime was specially prevalent, had these 

Crimes cases been combined with the statistics of malicious inj uries to property, and a diagram 

constructed to graphically illustrate this class of crime, these variations would have 

been largely influenced by agrarian crime. 

Class V. — Forgery and Offences against the Currency. 

Forgery and These offences are not prevalent in Ireland: they amounted for the year 1895 to 
a^iustthe onl 7 31 cases > and there were but 2 more than that number in the previous year, 

currency. They showed a general tendency to decrease during the past 20 years. 

Class VI. — Other Indictable Offences. 

Other indictable offences, not included in the foregoing classes, numbered 506 in the 
year 1895 ; they do not call for any special comment further than that they showed an 
increase of 11 as compared with the number for 1894.

Under this division there are two classes, denoted (A) and (B) in the tables. 

The cases under the head A consist of some indictable offences which have been dis- 
cussed in the above remarks dealing with the police returns of crimes committed. It 
may here, however, be noted that of the total number of indictable offences (7-, 471), no less 
than 3,308, or 44'3 per cent., were disposed of summarily, 1,775 persons were indicted 
and dealt with by trial at Assizes or Quarter Sessions ; and as regards the balance of 
crimes of this character, the persons who committed them were not made amenable. 
The bulk of the 3,308 cases disposed of summarily were larcenies. 

Under Section (B)are included all non-indictable offences disposed of summarily, and 
although these are exclusive of the cases referred to above as quasi-criminal, they 
nevertheless comprise a large number of cases, more of a civil than a criminal character, 
such as some of the offences against the Highway Acts, Police Regulations, Sanitary 
Laws, Hackney Carriage cases, &c. 

A very large number of the cases which come under di vision (B) consist of drunkenness, 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct, and assaults. If to the crimes of violence already 
refen ed to under the class of indictable offences be added assaults, we have a total of 
24,500, or 13 per cent, of all crimes committed. In the case of drunkenness the numbers 
are still more remarkable, as they amount to 85,361, being 45'4 per cent, of all crimes 
committed, and 46 - 4 per cent, of all eases disposed of summarily. 

The assault cases disposed of summarily, and the cases of drunkenness, and of 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct are set out in the following statement, and a 
comparison instituted with each of the ten years preceding.

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1895 than in any other of the twenty years, and that comparing the figures with those 
for .1876 the percentage of decrease in crimes of violence (inclusive of agrarian 
crime) was consequently greater than in any of the intervening eighteen years ; the 
per-centage of decrease in drunkenness was only exceeded in the years 1881, 1886, and 
1887. 

Agrarian Offences, (Nature of, &c.) 

Agrarian offences are classified in a manner different from the general classification 
of crimes, as will be found set out in Comparative Table E. They are divided into the 
following groups : — 

(a.) Offences against the Person. 

{b.) Offences against Property, 

(c.) Offences against the Public Peace. 

(d.) Other offences not included in the foregoing. 

The total number of agrarian offences reported to the police in the year 1895 
amounted . to 271 only, which is the lowest number recorded since the year 1876, when 
there were but 212, and slightly lower than in the year 1894, when the number was 
277. The figures at the beginning and the end of the 20 years, as shown in Comparative 
Table E, and demonstrated graphically in diagram 5, contrast remarkably with the years 
1880, 1881, and 1882, when the numbers were respectively 2,590, 4,439, and 3,433. It 
will be observed that the great bulk of the offences of an agrarian character come under 
the head of offences against the public peace, amounting in the year 1880 to so much 
as 77 per cent., in 18S1 to 78 per cent., and in 1882 to 81 per cent, of the total number. 
A closer examination of this group (offences against the public peace) shows that among 
these offences the number of cases of sending threatening letters is so great that it 
dominates the whole group, and as this group dominates the whole class of agrarian crime, 
it is evident that the proportional variations in agrarian crime may be almost measured 
by the number of cases of threatening letters and notices. It is noticeable that, as 
shown in diagram 2 and its Explanatory Table, an increase of offences against the 
public peace is generally accompanied by an increase in the other groups of agrarian 
crime, and that, an increase of agrarian crime is usually accompanied by an increase of 
crime of a non-agrarian character. 

Quasi-Criminal Offences. 

The offences under this head being more of a civil than a criminal character, scarcely 
come within the limits of the subject dealt with in the preceding paragraphs. 
Excluding orders (numbering about 14,000) for the recovery of tenements overheld in 
towns, the detailed numbers of which are given in the Civil Statistics, applications for 
orders amounted to about 10,000 in the year 1895. Nearly half of these cases, 
amounting to 4,481, were cases for Orders to enter into security to keep the peace or 
find bail. About one-fifth of the whole, or 2,105, related to children, comprising 914 
school attendance orders, 1,176 Industrial school orders, and 15 custody orders under 
the 1894 Act for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. The remaining cases do not 
require special notice. 



IV— GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION OF CRIME. 

The general distribution of crime throughout the County, City, and Tqnvn Districts 
into which Ireland is divided for criminal jurisdiction and police purposes, is shown 
in the subjoined statement for the years 1894 and 1895, with tin e increase or 
decrease in each district in the latter year. f

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Taking indictable offences as the more important indication of the prevalence of 
crime it is shown that there was an increase of these in]l6 districts and a decrease in 27 
districts. The districts of increase were the counties of Kilkenny, Longford, Louth, Meath, 
Westmeath, Wexford, Clare, East Biding of Cork, Limerick, Antrim, Cavan, Monaghan, 
Galway (East and West Ridings), Leitrim and Sligo. In all other County districts 
and in all of the Town districts there was a diminution of indictable offences. 



With respect to non-indictable offences the Counties where there was an increase 
are Kilkenny, Westmeath, Wicklow, Waterford, Armagh, Cavan, Down, Leitrim, 
Roscommon, and Sligo ; there were also increases in the Towns of Carrickfergus and 
Galway. In all other districts there was a diminution of minor offences. 

Taking all froms of offences collectively, there were increases in Counties of Kilkenny 
(where the increase was in both groups of crime) ; Westmeath (in both groups) ; 
Wicklow (in the non-indictable only) ; Armagh (in non-indictable only) ; Carrickfergus 
(in non-indictable only) ; Cavan (in both groups) ; Down (in non-indictable only) ; East 
Galway (indictable only); Galway Town (in non-indictable only;; County of Leitrim (in 
both groups) ; Roscommon, where there was an increase of one case only, there being 
an decrease of 39 indictable and an increase of 40 non-indictable cases ; and Sligo where 
there was an increase in each group.

It will be observed that the large towns occupy unfavourable positions in all these 
lists. In connection with this point it is important to consider more in detail the 
relative proportion of crime in large town districts as compared with the total of crime 
in Ireland, and in comparison with districts where the populations are either 
altogether rural or where residents in towns form a comparatively small portion of the 
community. The following statement illustrates this point by showing the proportion 
of crime under certain headings in each of the towns having a population of twenty 
thousand and upwards ; in all other districts ; and in the total of Ireland.

It will- be observed that of the 187,990 cases of crime of all kinds in Ireland in 1895 
there were 52,181 or 27*8 per cent, among the town populations dealt with in the above 
statement, although the aggregate population of these towns (774,000) constituted only 
16-5 per cent, of the population of Ireland in the year 1891. The crime rate per 
100,000 amounted to 6,74 L*7 in the town populations against 3,454*8 in the remainder 
of the population. In fact the town crime rate is about double the country 
rate for non-indictable and more than four times the country rate for indictable offences. 
It is unnecessary to enter into detailed comparisons between the town districts. As 
already pointed out when dealing with the nature of crimes a very large proportion is 
made up of assaults and drunkenness. It is a salient point in the above statement that 
cases of drunkenness constitute 45 per cent, of the total number of offences in Ireland ; 
in the large towns the proportion was 37 per cent, and in other districts 49 per cent. 
While the proportion of drunkenness to the total number of cases of crime in the large 
towns is less than in the other districts the ratio of drunkenness to the population is 
greater, being at the rate of 2,516 per 100,000 in the former as compared with 1,676 
in the latter. 

In Comparative Table F, Part II., will be found the geographical distribution by counties 
(including the towns situated therein) of the principal crimes or groups of crimes during 
the five years 1891-95. In this Table the counties are arranged in alphabetical order 
by provinces. In Table F, Part I., the counties are arranged in order for each class of 
■crime from that where there was least to that where there was the greatest prevalence of 
♦rime, and in some columns the counties are grouped under certain degrees of crimi- 
nality ; it is to be noted that the figures in this Table all include agrarian crime and 
therefore do not correspond with those contained in the explanatory Tables attached to 
the maps except in the cases of drunkenness and crimes against morals. As regards 
suicides there is not any map, so this remark does not apply, but it is obvious that this 
column has not any relation to agrarian offences. 

In considering the maps demonstrating the distribution of crimes of certain groups 
in Ireland it is to be noted, with reference to Map I, showing the distribution of 
offences against property (included in Classes II., III., IV. and V.) for the five years 
1891-95, exclusive of agrarian offences, that the average of the totals of the whole 
group of indictable offences, exclusive of agrarian offences, amounts to 8,098, and those 
dealt with by Map I. to 6,790, leaving only 1,308 other cases of indictable offences ; thus 
the Map practically represents the average distribution of indictable offences (exclusive 
of agrarian crimes in Ireland during the period dealt with. The corresponding figures 
for 1895 were — total indictable offences, 7,200, Classes I. and VI, 1,106, leaving Classes 
IT., III., IV. and V. represented by the number 6,094. The average numbers for the 
two groups of crime in Class I., namely, crimes of violence against the person and 
crimes against morals, for the years 1891-95, were respectively 823*0 and 145*4 ; these 
two groups are dealt with in Maps XL and III., thus making up the distribution of 
the balance of classified indictable offences not included in Map I. 

The distribution of drunkenness is demonstrated in Map IV. The great influence of 
the figures for drunkenness on the statistics of crime in Ireland and its relative 
proportion in town and country districts has already been dwelt upbn. In this 
map and its explanatory Table further details are given of the distribution of 
drunkenness cases during the years 1891-95. This map is constructed!' from compara- 
tive Table F, Part I., column 5, where the Irish counties, inclusive of thte towns situated 
therein, are classified and arranged according* to the prevalence; of drunkenness. 
The lowest rate was 1,101 per 100,000 of the population in the bounty of Donegal, 
and the highest was in Waterford, where the rate was 3,009.' or almost treble the

V.— PROCEDURE FOR THE PUNISHMENT OF CRIME. 

The Police, as is well known, act as public prosecutors in the great majority of cases 
in Ireland, and in most of the more serious offences, the preliminary proceedings are 
instituted by them. The offices of Crown and Sessional Crown Solicitor are amalga- 
mated, and the duties of the united offices are performed by a Crown Solicitor in the 
Counties of Carlow, Cavan, Cork City, Down, Dublin, Galway, Kildare, Limerick 
County and City, Longford, Mayo, Monaghan, Queen’s, Roscommon, Waterford 

estmeath, Wexford, and Wicklow. Elsewhere where no amalgamation of offices has' 
yet taken place, Crown business at Assizes or Quarter Sessions is discharged by Crown 
or Sessional Crown Solicitors, respectively. Coroners’ Courts deal in the first instance 
with many cases when questions of homicide are concerned, and verdicts of Coroners’ 
Juries are given, implicating or exonerating certain persons. There are not, however, 
any returns of the proceedings of Coroners’ Courts furnished for the purposes of the 
Statistical Tables appended to this Report. 

This is a convenient place to refer to tire special feature in the administration of 
the criminal, law in Ireland, by which certain districts are proclaimed under special 
Acts of Parliament. The particulars of the proclaimed districts and the Acts of Parlia- 
ment under which the proclamations were issued, will be found in Tables 10 , 11 and 
12, p. 124. The districts were the same in 1895 as in the previous year. 

The particulars of the proceedings in criminal cases at Assizes and Quarter Sessions 
will be found in Tables 1 to 7. 

The subjoined statement gives in a summary manner, for 1895, and each of the 
ten years preceding, the number of persons tried by jury at Assizes, at the Dublin 
Commission Court and at Quarter Sessions and how their cases were disposed of

and that girls from 12 to 15 years of age numbered only 30 of the 9,282 females 
convicted ; the number of boys under 12 years was 20, and that of older boys, aged 
12 and under 16, was 160. Thus there were in all only 20 convicted persons under 12 
years of age committed to prison during the year 1895. The total number of convicted 
males committed to these prisons was 16,765, and of females 9,282, or little more than 
one-half the number of males. The number of prisoners received into each prison 
will be found in Table 30, and particulars as to the disposal of prisoners in Tables 
31 A and 3lB. Particulars as to the nature of sentences will be found in Table 



32, and details regarding the length of these sentences in Table 33. 

Habitual criminals, or those who had been previously convicted, constitute a very 

large proportion of those admitted to prison. Of a total of 26,255 convicted prisoneis 
admitted to the larger and minor local prisons, no less than 17,730 had been previously 
convicted. Of these, 3,114 had been once previously convicted, 1,975 twice, 1,273 thrice, 
1.050 four times, 957 five times, 2,757 six to ten times, 2,656 from eleven to twenty 
times, and 3,948 above twenty times. It will be observed that a very large proportion 
are included in the last two periods, the figures showing 6,604 committals of persons 
who had previously been convicted upwards of ten times. In Table 36 will be found 



the birthplaces of those committed to prison. 

The state of education of prisoners is shown in the following statement where a 
comparison is made with the state of education of persons of 1 2 years and upwards 
of the general population as ascertained from the Irish Census returns for 1891. Foi 
this purpose it is only possible to compare the prisoners with those in the general 
population, 12 years old and upwards, who can and those who cannot read and write. 
As there were only 20 prisoners in 1895 under the age of 12 years this insignificant 
disturbance does not appreciably affect the accuracy of the comparison :

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Z L ~. ~ It will be observed from the foregoing tabular statement that while 35-9 per cent, of 
andothL-l P“ soners were absolutely illiterate, only 16 '8 per cent, of the general population were 
rneT^d in a similar condition of ignorance. It is specially noticeable that this disparity in 
known instruction between prisoners and the general population is more marked among the 
Criminals female than the male prisoners. 

Previous The P re ™ us occupations of prisoners are dealt with in Table 38, but as the elassifl- 
occupations cation of occupations is different from that employed by the Census Commissioners in 
Tab™®* 1 ”' tbe ‘ r re P ort ]t is impossible to institute comparisons between the occupations of 
prisoners and those of the general population in a manner similar to that adopted 
regarding education. It is interesting, however,' to note that of the 26,047 prisoners 
dealt with, 1,081 belonged to the domestic servant class, 1 1,753, by far the largest pro- 
portion, to the labouring classes, 594 to the class of factory workers, 3, 1 1 3 to the artizan 
class, 140 to overseers of labour, 213 to the class of shopmen, shopwomen, and clerks 
1,940 to the class of shopkeepers and dealers, 39 to professional employments, 270 to 
the class of sailors, marines, and soldiers, and no less than 4,271 (or nearly one-half of 
the 9,282 female prisoners) are classified as prostitutes, the remainder either having 
no occupation or their sphere of life not having been ascertained.

From this table it appears that there was a decrease of 13 in the number of children 
on the rolls of Reformatory Schools in Ireland at the end of 1895, as compared with the 
number at the close of the preceding year, which was 46 below that for 31st December, 

1893. There were 15 less in the schools under sentence and 2 more on licence. Four 
of those on the rolls at the close of 1895 had absconded, with sentence unexpired, being 
equal to the number under this heading in 1894, and one girl whose sentence had 
expired was retained in school with her own consent. 

The total number on the rolls at the close of the year 1895 was 612 (548 boys and 
only 64 girls). The number committed during the year was 122, showing a decrease 
of 13 as compared With the committals for the preceding year, which were three under 
the number for the y®ar 1893. The number of boys committed in 1895 was 112, or 
8 less than in the yW 1894, and the number of girls 10, or 5 under the number for

It appears from this table that the number of children on the rolls of Industrial 
Schools in Ireland at the end of 1895 (8,523) showed a slight decline from the number 
(8,553) at the end of -1894. Of the total number, 7,780 were in the schools undergoing 
their sentence of detention, 80 were retained in school with their own consent although 
their sentences had expired, 658 were on licence, and 5 (all boys) had absconded.

It appears from these figures that 67 per cent, of the girls and 63 per cent, of the 
boys were brought under careful training in these schools at the early age of under 
ten years. 

In 1.894, 673 girls were sent to Industrial Schools, as compared with 604 boys ; 
and during the year 1895, there were 728 girls sent, as compared with 602 boys. 



Criminal and Dangerous Lunatics. 

The insane persons who come under the cognizance of the Criminal Law are 
of two classes, viz. : — -One consisting of those persons who have actually committed 
criminal offences, and would, were they sane persons, be liable to punishment for 
their crimes, and the other class, and by far the more numerous, consisting of persons- 
who have not committed any criminal act, but who, having shown signs of 
mental derangement, have become a source of anxiety to their friends and neighbours 
who apprehend some danger at their hands. The former class are, in the first instance, 
treated as criminal cases, and proceedings instituted with the view of bringing them to 
justice for the crimes with which they are charged. These persons are sent for trial, 
and on being found insane are detained as lunatics and sent to the Criminal Lunatic 
Asylum ; to these may be added persons who become insane while awaiting trial or 
during imprisonment.- The class of dangerous lunatics are dealt with in a different way. 
On being suspected as insane they are charged before two Justices of the Peace (or 
a Metropolitan Police Magistrate) as being dangerous lunatics, and if the charge be 
proved to the satisfaction of the Justices an order is signed for their committal to 
a lunatic asylum ; in such cases it is not necessary to prove an actual criminal 
offence. In no stense can these persons be considered as criminals. In fact this method 
of procedure is Vsually adopted as the means of placing under restraint ordinary 
troublesome lunatiibs belonging to the industrial classes of the community.

(6.) The Tables show the number of persons prosecuted, not the number of offences. Where, therefore, any 
person is prosecuted at the same Assizes or Sessions for several offences, one offence has to be selected for 
tabulation ; and the rule to be followed is to select that for which the proceedings were carried to the furthest 
stage to trial if there were several indictments, to conviction and sentence if prisoner was tried on several 
charges. If there are several convictions, the offence selected is that for which the heaviest punishment was 
awarded. If the final result of proceedings on two or more charges is the same, the more serious offence (as 
measured by the maximum penalty allowed by the law) appears in the Tables. 



(c.) Where, in addition to the offence thus selected for detailed tabulation, the same person is prosecuted 
or other offences of a distinct character, and charged in separate indictments, the number of these additional 
charges is given m columns 22 to 24 of the Tables, column 22 giving the total number of such charges, 
column 23 the number resulting in convictions, and column 24 the number for which separate sentences (not 
concurrent with those in columns 11 to 17) are passed. Only distinct offences charged in separate indictments 
are included in these columns ; additional indictments merely varying the form of the charge, and additional 
charges appearing as counts in the same indictment, are excluded. 

(d.) Where a person is prosecuted for one offence and convicted for another (e.g. committed for murder and 
convicted of manslaughter), the case appears only under the offence of which he was convicted. 

(e.) Columns 2, 3, and 4 (“ Numbers for Trial ”) include only such cases as actually come before the Assizes 
or Quarter bessions. Persons who die, escape from prison, abscond while on bail, or are removed to an 
asylum before trial, are not included. 



(/) Column 13 (“ Imprisonment ”) does not include the sentences of imprisonment which sometimes precede 
sentences of detention in a Reformatory School, nor does it include sentences of imprisonment in default of 
payment of fine, or in default of finding sureties.

In 
the case of prisoners committed for trial it is necessary to distinguish those who were and those who were not 
previously m prison on remand ; otherwise in making up the total the same person would, in many cases, 
coiint twice— -as a remand prisoner and as a prisoner committed for trial. Similarly, convicted prisoners have 
to be divided into those who W'ere and those who were not in detention before trial. The figures of the cases 
which thus appear a second or a third time are printed in old face type, columns 3, 5, and 7. The total of 
criminal prisoners, column 10, is obtained by adding the figures in the other columns 2, 4, 6, 8, and 9. 

The table gives only th e first receptions of prisoners on remand, committed for trial, &c. When prisoners 
are transferred from one prison to another they appear only in the return from the prison in which they are 
first received, not in that from the prison to which they are removed. As convicts, as a rule, undergo some 
detention m local prisons before transfer to a convict prison, they appear as receptions only in the local prison 
returns. The case returned opposite Mountjoy convict prison was an exceptional one. 

(b.) Column 11, “Surety Prisoners,” includes only unconvicted persons imprisoned in default of finding 
sureties to keep the peace or to be of good behaviour. 

(c.) Column 12, “Debtors,” comprises all persons who are treated as debtors in prison, including bankrupts 
imprisoned to prevent absconding, &c. 1
